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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Newtown  & Llanllachaiarn  Urban

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  information 
the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions 
of  your  District  for  1970. 

The  Council  was  most  unfortunate  in  losing  two  of 
its  Members  by  the  untimely  deaths  of  both  the  Chairman 
and  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  - 
Mr.  Hilary  Williams  and  Mr.  Seymour  Roberts. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1947.  Section  47. 

In  1969  it  had  been  necessary  on  two  occasions,  to 
apply  to  the  Magistrate’s  Court  to  obtain  an  Order  to  remove 
an  elderly  gentleman  from  the  most  insanitary  conditions  in  which 
he  v/as  living,  on  one  occasion,',  to  Y Dolydd,  Llanfyllin  and 
on  the  second  occasion  to  Newtown  Hospital. 

In  1970  the  Council  after  hearing  my  report  on  the 
conditions  which  still  existed  at  this  house  applied  to  the 
Magistrates  for  an  Order  to  remove  the  same  elderly 
gentleman  to  Plas  Cae  Crwn.  This  Order  was  renewed  three 
times  throughout  the  year.  A Closing  Order  has  since  been 
placed  on  the  house. 

The  change  in  this  old  gentleman's  appearance  is 
remarkable,  he  is  sprightly, clean  and  well  dressed  and  well 
fed  and  I trust  he  is  reasonably  happy  with  his  lot  at 
Plas  Cae  Crwn. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  estimated  mid  year  population  was  5,690  a continued 
rise  of  100  on  the  1969  estimate. 

There  were  94  births,  51  boys  and  43  girls.  This 
gives  a birth  rate  of  16.5  per  1,000  population  compared 
with  19.6  in  1969  - the  national  rate  being  16.0. 

There  were  5 illegitimate  births  which  is  5%  of  all 
live  births,  14%  in  1969  and  the  national  rate  in  1970 
was  8% . 

There  were  no  still  births,-  the  national  rate  being 
13  per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births. 

There  v/as  no  infant  death  in  the  first  year  of  life  - 
the  infant  mortality  rate  in  Newtown  in  1969  was  11  per 
1,000  live  births  - the  national  rate  in  1970  was  18. 

There  were  77  deaths  which  gives  a death  rate  of 
13.5  per  1,000  population,  the  national  rate  being  11.7 
and  the  rate  for  Newtown  in  1969  v/as  12.1. 

35  deaths  occurred  after  the  age  of  75  years. 


22  deaths  were  due  to  some  form  of  cancer  - 5 of  them 
being  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  all  these  occurring  in 
men;  18  deaths  were  due  to  some  f 02m  of  heart  disease  and 
15  due  to  cerebrovascular  disease.  One  death  was  due  to  a 
motor  vehicle  accident,  a young  man  age  33  years  and  2 deaths 
in  women  over  the  age  of  75  were  attributable  to  accidents. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Montgomeryshire  Water 
Board,  the  town  receiving  its  water  from  the  Severn  Valley 
Water  Scheme  at  Llandinam.  The  supply  was  satisfactory 
in  both  quality  and  quantity. 

SEWERS 

The  Development  Corporation  assumed  Sewer  Powers  for  the 
construction  of  the  new  main  outfall  sewer  and  sewage  disposal 
works . 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

As  the  new  town  development  goes  head  the  public 
conviences  at  Shortbridge  Street  are  to  be  demolished  and 
new  ones  erected  in  Market  Street  and  possibly  in  Severn 
Place . 

FLOODING 

Only  very  minor  flooding  occurred  whilst  the  first  stage 
of  the  Green  Brook  Improvement  Scheme  was  under  construction. 

REFUSE  TIP 

Continued  use  was  made  of  the  site  at  Garth  Owen  and  no 
other  alternative  site  has  yet  been  found.  Planning  permission 
had  been  obtained  with  rigid  conditions  imposed  regarding 
water  supplies  at  Lower  Gwestydd.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the 
Council  had  not  proceeded  with  this  site. 

There  is  a proposal  for  a joint  County  Refuse  Disposal 
Scheme  and  a Working  Party  has  been  set  up  of  the  10  District 
Authorities  in  Montgomeryshire  to  investigate  the  possibility 
of  one  central  point  for  the  disposal  of  rubbish  from  all  over 
the  County  using  a pulverising  plant  and  to  inquire  into  the 
costs  to  each  District  Authority  if' such  a scheme  comes  into 
effect . 

However  Newtown  took  a big  step  forward  this  year  regarding 
refuse  collection  - a new  system  of  paper  sacks  and  the  purchase 
of  a new  vehicle  a ’Karrier  Muskateer ’ has  meant  a much  more 
hygienic  and  economical  system.

HOUSING 

The  Council  built  no  new  houses  this  year . There  was  a 
good  deal  of  private  development  in  the  town.  The  Development 
Corpora-tion  continued  with  its  building  of  59  houses  at  Trehafren. 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  express  my  appreciation  for 
the  help  and  co-operation  given  to  me  in  both  the  Public  Health 
and  Clerk’s  Department.

SALMONELLOSIS . 


The  Bi visional  Vetinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  notifies 
mo  of  salmonellosis  on  farms  in  my  district.  Unless  care  is  taken  in 
handling  sick  animals  with  this  disease  there  is  a risk  of  an  outbreak  of 
food  poisoning  in  the  farm  worker  and  his  family  and  from  drinking 
contaminated  milk. 

The  farms  are  visited  or  contacted  by  telephone  and  advioe  is  given 
about  the  care  needed  to  be  taken  to  prevent  spread  of  the  disease.  Where 
the  farmer  holds  a milk  dealer's  licence  it  is  important  to  ascertain  that 
no  ra v;  milk  is  sold  from  the  farm.

The  Water  Board  supplies  all  the  water  in  the  town.  A total  of  fifty 
one  samples  were  taken.  Thirty  four  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  of 
which  four  were  unsatisfactory  and  seventeen  by  the  Water  Board  of  which 
throe  were  unsatisfactory. 


MACHYNLLETH  H.D. 


The  third  stage  of  the  comprehensive  scheme  was  completed  and  in  full 
operation  *-  from  Dolfach  to  Talerddig,  from  Bont  to  Pennant,  from  Commins  Goch 
to  Darowen,  Mel inbyrhedyn  and  Aberhosan  and  a branch  to  Abercegir.  Not  all 
the  properties  in  the  rural  district  receive  water  from  a public  source  and 
two  areas  of  the  County  are  supplied  by  Merionethshire  Water  Board.  The 
following  samples  were  taken  throughout  the  year:-

Routine  work  has  proceeded  during  the  year  as  you  can  see  from  the  details  of 
inspe  ct ions  etc . given . 


However,  the  impact  of  development  under  the  auspices  of  the  Mid-Wales  Develop- 
ment Corporation  began  to  make  itself  evident.  Much  consultation  has  taken  place, 
particularly  in  regard  to  the  new  outfall  sewer,  sewage  disposal  works  and  link 
sewers  from  Housing  and  Factory  Development. 


Building  Regulation  approvals  increased  greatly  and  many  resultant  inspections 
were  made.  It  is  interesting  to  note,  that  the  main  purport  of  the  Building  Regulations 
is  concerned  with  matters  affecting  health  and  safety.

I would  like 
to  pay  tribute  to-  the  public  and  staff  fo'r  full  co-operation,  help  and  understanding 
whicn  helped  in  smooth  and  easy  transformation  from  the  old  system.
